Costs Go Up

Owing to greatly increased costs of
production, however, the subscriptions
hereafter will be increased from $2 a
year to $3 a year to subscribers in
Los Angeles county. Other new sub-
scription rates will be as follows:
Outside of Los Angeles county, $4 a
year; Canada and other forelgn coun-
tries, $6 a year.

“This year we should acquire prop-
erty and build a school in the north
end of the city.”

Mr. Gadeky added the weight of
the chamber to the attempts now be-
ing made by the board of trustees to

1924 to bring about such an extension.

Carl Hyde declared that outside
capital will not build Torrance alone,
unless Torrance capital does its share.
He urged continued and renewed sup-
port for the building and loan associ-
ation.

He explained the ideals of the Tor-
rance Progress club and lauded its
intentions.

No such companies
exist. In other cases of recent history
bona fide checks have been stolen
from companies, forged, and cashed.

To the public: Unless you are posi-
tively identified, do not ask merchants
to cash your checks. Merchants are
willing to accommodate persons whom
they know or who are identified. To
ask them to cash checks for total
strangers who are unidentified is to
ask them for a favor which you your-
self would not grant.

Merchants in Torrance and Lomita
have suffered losses of thousands of
dollars during the past year through
cashing worthless checks,

If a merchant refuses to cash your
check, his refusal does not mean that
he doubts your honesty., It is be-
cause he doesn't KNOW you.
